O —_-— || asneither the tncreaſe of the pꝛeſent yecre, no2 the old ſtoꝛe remar⸗ 
ning, can affooꝛd that liberty oferpozting, without danger ofdearth 

and ſcarcity ſpeedily to enſue: And therefoze his Maieſtie pzudently foꝛeſeeing ſo generallan 
intonueniente, and deſiring timely to pꝛeuent and eſchewthe lame, Hath vpon mature delt- 
beration and aduiſement, founditerpedient, to make ſtay of all tranſpoꝛtation of cozne and 
graine, vntill vpon conſideration of the ſtoꝛe and intreaſe thercofin all parts of this Realme, 
His highneſſe may reteine moze aſſured and certaine hope that there will be ſuffictent foꝛ the 
ſuſtentation of this kingdome and tountrep, with an onerpluas fit to becarriedinto fozraigne 
parts. And therefoꝛe his Mateſty doth heereby expꝛelly pꝛohibite and foꝛbid all maner ofper- 
ſons whatſoeuer, That they, oꝛ anyof them, doe not from Hencefoozth, vntill His Maieſties 
pleaſure ſhall be declared to the contrary, byanp Wapes 02 mieanes, directly o2 indirectly at⸗ 
tempt oꝛ pzeſume to carrie, conuey oꝛ tranſpoꝛt, oꝛ cauſe to be carried, tonueyed 02 tranſpoꝛ⸗ 
ted, noꝛ doe ſhippe oꝛ lade, oꝛ cauſe to be ſhipped oꝛ laded to the intent to be carried, conuey⸗ 
ed, oꝛ tranſpoꝛted ont of this Nealme of England, oꝛ the Dominion of Wales, oꝛ either of 
them, oꝛ out of auy pozt, hauen,creeke, oꝛ place of lading oꝛ vnlading within them, oꝛ either of 
them, Aup cozne oꝛ graine of what kinde oz ſoꝛt ſoever , vpon pame of his Highneſle heauy 
indignation and diſpleaſure, and ſuch paines and penalties as may bee inflicted vpon the con- 
temners of his royall commandement. And likewiſe his Mateſty doeth by thele pzeſents 
ſtraitly charge and command all Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Searchers, Surtieyozs, and 
other officers of all and fingular poꝛts, hauens, and other places of lading, that they doe not 
onely foꝛbeare to permit oꝛ ſuffer any entries to be made, oꝛ to giue any warrant foꝛ tranſpoz- 
tation ot any toꝛne oꝛ graine into any the parts beyond the ſeas, but alſo to be watchfull to pꝛe⸗ 
uent all ſleights, pzactiſes, and deuites that ſhall oꝛ may be pꝛacttzed, attempted, oꝛ put in vꝛe, 
to the defrauding of the due perfoꝛmante of this his Maieſties Pzoclamation, as they and e- 


uery ol them will anſwer the contrary at their perils,
